Specimens in Existence Eight Hun- 
dred Years Before Christ. 


(Cassell’s Magazine) The manufacture of 
wire is of very ancient origin. It has been 
traced back to the earliest Egyptian history. 
Specimens are in existence which can be 
proven to date to 1700 B.C. The Kensington 
Museum has a specimen which was made in 
Minera 800 B.C. Ancient literature contains 
‘many references to wire. From the ruins of 
Herculaneum metal heads have been exhumed 
on which the hair is represented by wire. 

There is no question that this ancient 
wire was made by hammering out the metal, 
which was always bronze or of the precious 
group.

THE BFFSCT OF POTATODS AS 
: ANTMAL FOOD. 
M. Aime Girard has been trying experi- 
ments with potatoes as a food for. animals. 
Dividing nine large oxen and ‘thirty-three 
sheep into six groups he fed one group of 
oxen on beetroot and, hay, another on half 
the weight of potatoes that the first had 
cf beetroot and the same quantity of hay. 
The third group were fed on potatoes alone. 
At the end of two months the first group 
gained only about 380 pounds in weight, 
the second about 480 pounds, while the 
third, on potatoes only, had gained about 
560 pounds. The first group of sheep, like 
the oxen, had beetroot and hay, the sec- 
ond potatoes and hay, the third potatoes 
alone, and while the first two groups 
gaimed about eighty pounds, the others 
had gained about 150 pounds. Another 
series of experiments, which were carried 
out by M. Cornevin, showed that raw po- 
tatoes increase-the supply of milk, whereas 
cooked potatoes diminish. it: while augment- 
ing the weight. |

Roads at Cost. 


BL MONTS, Aug 14, 1894.—(To the 
tor of The Times:) For many years the 
taxpayers havé been groaning undér the 
wrétchedness of our highways. 
space of twelve years nearly a million of 
dollars have been expended upon them, 
and what is there to show for it? The 
trouble is in the present system or rather 
in the want of a proper system. Under it 
any amount, even millions, might be ex- 
pended, the result would be as heretofore, 
towit: Bleeding of the taxpayers and exe- 
crable roads. What is the trouble? An- 
swer: The workings of our road law are 
not near enough to the people; we hire 
what we should do ourselves, and the 
supervision is unavoidably inadequate. 
What would be thought of a er who 


paid in spot cash the biggest wages for 
the smallest (eight hours) day’s work? 
Supposing, also, t these employees were 
not looked after 

farmer oktener than three or four times a 
year. Oorsidering that How not to do 
it“ is the average practice of employees 
under such provocations, what would be 
the net result to the average farmer? 
Ruin, of course! No merchant would have 
such a shiftiess’ farmer on his books.

This is not all. Too many taxpayers — 
thoughtless, to use a mild term — will 
deliberately or destroy highways, 
after they have, at great expense, been

away a dollar for 25 cents worth of return. 
Where a road law invites inefficiency, 
fraud. and extravagance, will not these re- 
sults certainly and continuously follow?

‘Aeaociation, Hon. Spencer G. Millard, Re-

Owes to His Oity,“ last night. 


After a few preparatory remarks in 


which expressed regret that, owing to 
press of Dusiness and the innumerable 
duties which demanded his time and at-

But 
under our republican form of mational, 
State and municipal government it can 
‘truthfully be said: ‘The city—We, the 
citizens, are the city.’ . 

s every citizen is an integral factor 
of the city it becomes his duty to take 
an imterest in and become familiar with 
the business of the city and to take an 
interest in everything that pertains to its 
material welfare. It is our duty as indi- 
vidual citizens to take an interest in and 
become familiar with those matters that 
effect us collectively as citizens. It is the 
duty of the citizen to become familiar cer- 
tainly ‘with the geography, its boulevards, 
its parks, its streets, its public buildings, 
Its principal business industries. To be- 
come familiar with the source and system 
of our water supply, with the nature and 
extent of our sewer system, our transporta- 
tion and lighting ‘facilities, and last, but 
mot least, to become familiar with the 

, the extent and the efficiency 
of our public-school system. 

KH is our duty, also, to know some- 
thing of the financial affairs of the city; 
something about its resources and its in- 
debtedness, its revenue and its expendi- 
tures, and to see to it that our money, 
the citizens’ money, is honestly and eco- 
nomicaly expended. But, again, I believe 
it is our duty as citizens to take an inter- 
‘est in public affairs, and see to it that 
Only honorable and reputable men are se- 
lected to control amd superintend the af- 
fairs of the city. And, in this respect, our 
duty does not first begin at the ballot-box 
on election day, but it begins at the cau- 
cuses and the primaries, where delegates 
are selected to nominating conventions.

Association. 
The Northwest Los Angeles Im- 
provement Association met in regu- 


lar session at the corner ot Montreal, and 
Sand streets last night, with James A. 
Craig in the chair and Harry Iles officiat- 
ing as secretary, and-transacted a large 
budget of routine business, 

After the usual preliminaries had been 
disposed of the rules were suspended upon 
motion of E. E. Galbraith in order that 
the meeting might be addressed by Hon. 
Spencer G. Millard, who had been invited 
to speak upon the subject of “The Citizen 
and His Duty to His City.” 

Mr. Millard's address, which appears in 
another column, was very well received, 
and, at iis close, he was cordially invited 
to deliver an address at the public meet- 
ing, to be held later on with reference to 
the proposed improvement of Elysian Park, 
‘which he: promised to do. : 

The business before the meeting was 
thereupon proceeded with. Thomas Kelly 
of the Committee on Street Railways re- 
ported that his committee had waited upon 
Mr. Clark of the Electric Railway Company 
at 5 p.m. for the purpose of learning his 
views upon the Blysian Park road, but 
that gentlemam failed to keep his ap- 
pointment, consequently nothing was done. 

Mr. Kelly also reported that he and his 
fellow-committeemen waited upon D. F. 
Donegan, but that gentleman, after figur- 
ing a little, informed them that he did not 
think he cculd, owing to the hard times, 
carry out the proposition he made at the 
last meeting with reference to the road. 

S. A. Waldron of the special committee 
on printing the prize-essay reported that 
bids had been received from two members 
of the association, but upon motion of Mr. 
Kelly the printing of the circulars was de- 
ferred for ‘he present and said bids were 
therefore not considered. 

Mr. Waldron of the Committee on the 
Chain Gang System reported that after a 
thorough invesiigation of the subject the: 
committee had found that it was a very 
expensive luxury to employ the city’s pris- 
oners, as it cost three times as much to do 
the same amount of work as if could be 
done for by contract. A case in point was 
the work done at First and Flower streets 
a few days ago by the chain gang. A con- 
tractor put in a bid to do the work for 
$440, but he bid was rejected, and it cost 
the city just $1620 to do it. 

J. M. Davies of the same committee sug- 

gested the advisability of utilizing the 
chain gang at Elysian Park, and Mr. Wal- 
dron expressed himself as of the opinion 
that the men would do a better day’s work 
if offered an incentive in the shape of a 
commutation of sentence as a reward. 

Councilman Inffes, in response to the 
queries of several members, said he thought 
there would not be any objection upon the 
part of the Council to put the men to work 
on the Elysian Park roads, but that he 
was of the opinion that it would be econ- 
omy for the city to hire a bus and drive 
the men round town for an airing every 
day instead of taking them out to work. 

Upon motion of Mr. Kelly Councilman 
.Innes was requested to use his best en- 
deavor in the Council Chamber to get 
the chain gang transferred to Elysian 
Park, and, upon motion, Messrs. Kelly, 
Galbraith, Waldron and McLain were ap-

Constable Richardson returned from San 
Diego yesterday, bringing with him F. O. 
Ziegler, who is wanted here for running a 
auit club in a fraudulent manner. 
Ziegler is the manager of the Co-opera- 


itive Merchant Tailoring Company, and has 


conducted -business according to the pe- 
culiar methods of his company in various 
cities throughout the State. Their spe- 
ciality is the organization of suit clubs, 
every member of which is guaranteed a 
suit provided he will only pay his dollar 
a week and hang on long enough. Some of 
them paid a dullar a week and hung on 
for a long, long time, but somehow the 
expected suit always failed to materialize. 

Consequently, when it became known last 
week that Ziegler had left town, an outcry 
was raised and J. M. Woodthorpe of the 
Burbank Theater, who was one of those vic- 


timized, swore to a complaint against the 


enterprising exponent of the suit-club idea, 
charging him with contriving, preparing, 
sétting up and drawing a lottery. Several 
other victims of an overweening desire to 
get a new suit without paying full money 
for it have testified their anxiety to prose- 
cute Mr. Ziegler, and will appear as wit- 
nesses against him. 

The manager of the Co-operative Mer- 
chant Tailoring establishment considers 
himself a very ill-used man indeed. He 
says he didn’t leave Los Angeles in order 
to get away from the authorities. 

“I’ve been conducting my business as 
usual at San Diego for the past two 
months,“ says Mr. Ziegler, during which 
time I have stopped at the best hotel in 
San Diego. Does that look as though I was 
trying to get away? If my business is 
illegal, then every church fair lottery in 
the country is illegal and should be dealt 
with by law.” 

He also feels badly because he was ar- 
rested for felony at San Diego and only 
arraigned for a misdemeanor before Justice 
Austin in the Police Court yesterday. 

That Mr. Ziegler thoroughly under- 
stands the peculiar weakness which besets 
mankind and makes them ever anxlous to 
get something for nothing is evident from 
the fact that the suit club is not his first 
venture in the lottery line. The authori- 
ties say that he was formerly interested 
in a watch club here as agent for the. 
Imperial Watch Company of San Francisco. 


ABOUT FREIGHT RATES. 


The Complaint of a Resident of The 
Palms Replied to. * 


Some days ago a comparative statement 
of freight rates as charged in thfs coun- 
try and in Europe was published by The 
Times, and attracted the attention of a 
farmer at The Palms. This farmer did not 
believe that rates were really lower in 
the United States than in European coun- 
tries, and to illustrate his point he stated 
in a letter that a merchant at his place 
had had occasion to order a carload of coal 
shipped from Los Angeles, and that he 
paid freight charges thereon at the rate 
of $2 per ton, the distance being twelve 
miles. The farmer also asserted that reg- 
ular freight charges for ordinary merchan- 
dise between Los Angeles and The Palms 
were $1.60 per ton, and claimed that the 
cost of transportation of household goods 
from the Missouri River to Los Angeles 
was $200 per car. Upon this showing he 
believed the system of freight rates extes- 
sive and much greater than those in force 
in, Europe for similar distances. 

J. M. Crawley, assistant general passen- 
ger and freight agent of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, of whom inquiry was made 
regarding the farmer’s complaint, stated 
in reply: 

We looked up our records and find that 
the car of coal referred to was shipped No- 
vember 6, 1893, and at that time our rate 
was $1.25 per ‘on from Los Angeles to The 
Palms. The shipment in question weighed

39,800 pounds, which, at 381.25 per ton. 


equals 324.88; so the statement that it 
cost over $2 per ton is rather misleading. 
If the shipment of coal had weighed 20,000 
pounds, then it would have been over $2 
per ton, but it weighed as above stated,

“The rate on household goods from the 
East to Los Angeles is lower than the 
rate on household goods from Los Angeles 
to the East, and the reason for this, I 
assume, although I did not share in the 
work of making up the tariff, is owing to 
the large quantity of household goods that 
are shipped west-bound, as against the 
amount shipped east-bound, and the desire 
on the part of the transcontinental roads 
to do all they can to induce settlers to 
come from the East to this Coast.“ :

DER, SEVERELY 


Only His hae Saved Him from a 
Long Term of Imprisonment—A 
Sensational Scene in Court at the 
Conclusion of the Trial.

middle of the trial yesterday morning and 
told the court that they would enter @ 
plea of guilty to the charge of eelling 
lottery tickets on Sunday last, for the 
testimony of the witness on the stand at 
the time was very ineresting, and both 
court and spectators would have been very 
glad to hear some more of it. 
Officer E. W. McKinney saw Mr. Kauf- 
man sell a lottery ticket to 4 German 
named Andrew Meissen last Sunday morn- 
ing; he saw Meissen band over the dollar 
and take ‘the ticket and put 2 2 hie 
and he arrested both em a 
3 later. Kaufman had not been 
in custody very long before a friend of 
his came along and got him out for $50 
cash bail. The two of them then got 
Meissen out a few hours later by making a 
deposit of $100 with the police clerk. Yes- 
terday morning when the case came up 
for trial before Justice Austin in the Police 
Court the officer took the stand and testi- 
fied to having seen the occurrence 4s 
stated above. Deputy District Attorney 
Rush then called Meissen to the stand and
